Captain  Gordon,  ivbo  arrived  here  on 
Saturday  in  the  ship  Highland  Mary, 
in  35  days  from  Bordeaux,  has  favored 
us  with  the  Moniteur,  and  other  Paris 
papers  to  the  *0tli  November,  and  the 
Bordeaux  papers  to  26th  of  the  fame 
month, 

The  intelligence  which  they  contain 
is  of  the  higheft  importance  to  the,'poli- 
tical  world,  tnd  fo  aftonifhing,  that  it  is 
difficult  to  believe  that  we  are  relating 
fafts. 

The  event  which  firft  attrafts  our  at- 
tention, is  the  rapid  advance  of  the 
French  Grand  army  to  Vienna.  W« 
do  not  perceive  by  any  of  the  papers  we 
have  received,  that  the  Emperor  of  the 
French  had  aftually  entered  Vienna,  but 
he  was  within,  a few  leagues  of  that  ca- 
pital and  no  enemy  to  oppose  him.  In 
fa  ft  he  only  delayed  his  entry,  in  order 
to  adjufl  fome  ceremonials,  and  to  make 
it  more  folemn  and  impreflive.  It  will 
appear  incredible  that  a mighty  empire 
fiiould  be  overhrown  in  fix  weeks,  and 
without  one  battle  in  which  the  ancient 
valor  of  the  nation  was  difplayed.  The 
public  are  already  in  poffeflion  of  the  op- 
erations of  the  French  Army,  up  to  the 
capitulation  of  Ulm.  Immediately  af- 
ter that  event,  the  grand  army  prefied 
forward  for  the  capital  of  the  Aafirian 
empire.  The  refinance  which  it  expe- 
rienced is  detailed  in  the  bulletins  of 
the  army,  which  we  fhall  hereafter  no- 
tice. i hat  it  could  not  have  been  confi- 
derable,  the  rapid  advances  of  the  French 
affords  conclulive  evidence.  The  bat- 
tles which  were  fought,  more  rel'emble  a 
war  of  fkirmifiiing  for  pods,  than  bat- 
tles which  were  to  determine  the  fate  of 
a mighty  empire. 

From  the  accounts  publifiied  in  the 
French  bulletins,  it  appears  that  the 
meeting  and  defeating  their  enemy  were 
the  fame.  This  modern  Gefar  m.iy  in 
mitation  of  the  ancient  fay  “ veni  vidi 
vici  the  Auftrian  cabinet  appears  no 
els  confounaed,  than  the  armies  arc  dis- 
mayed. The  emperor  of  Aufiria  aban- 
doned his  capital  011  the  approach  of  the 
French,  and  retired  to  Bohtyjiia.  We 
cannot  ill  this  place  refill  the  infertior. 
of  an  anecdote  of  Bonaparte,  well 
known  in  the  diplomatic  circles  of  Paris, 
and  related  to  us  by  a gentleman  of  ve- 
racity from  Fiance.

France  has  concluded  a treaty  with 
the  king  of  Naples  and  two  Sicilies,  by 
which  it  is  ftipulated  that  France  frill 
withdraw  her  troops  from  the  edates  of 
that  king,  provided  he  will 
the  forces  of  the  combined  pow'ers  to 
pals  through  his  dominions.

Already  has  (lie  commenced  the 
iorntation  ot  anothe  cainp  at  Boulogne, 
to  which  place  a part  of  the  impe  ial 
guards  had  aftually  arrived.  Bona- 
parte, it  is  faid,  as  he  paffed  to  the 
Rhine, obferved,  that  he  would  fpend  his 
C'mflm*i  in  Vienna,  and  Eafler  in 
London  ; while  we  admit  that  he  is 
punftual  in  moll  of  his  promifes,  we  ven- 
ture to  predift  that  he  will  not  keep 
this. 

The  defeat  of  the  combined  . was 
known  in  France,  the  MoniteSr  pre- 
fervea  a fullcn  filence,  while  two  of  the 
minor  journals  ventured  to  notice  the 
aftion  in  thefe  words  : * 

“ Authentic  letters  from  Madrid 
“ affert  in  a pofitive  manner,  that  ad- 
“ tuiral  Nelfon  died  of  the  wound  he 
“ received  in  the  engagement  of  the 
“ 21st.  Oft.  four  Englilh  captains,  as 
“ wrll  as  a great  number  of  officers  of 
“ every  rank,  lost  their  lives  in  it;  it 
“ is  1 faft  now  clearly  afeertained, 
“ that  Admiral  Collingwood  has  not 
‘‘been  able  to  capture  a lingle  (hip  of 
‘‘th«  combined  fleet,  which  were  dis. 
‘‘  perfed  by  the  dorm.  The  death  of 
“ Admiral  Nellon  alone. is  an  undoubt. 
“ ed  defeat  for  the  Englilh  Navy  !’*, 

Except  this  very  varacious  account, 
there  is  not  or.e  word  of  this  memora- 
ble combat  in  the  Paris  papers.  An 
account  had  been  received  at  Bordeaux, 
which  when  more  at  leifure,  we  will 
publifh  forthe  amufement  of  our  read- 
ers ; the  fummary  of  the  lofs  of  the 
Britilh,  according  this  account,  is  5 
funk,  1 fe'own  up,  and  three  drove  ou 
Ihore.  The  'prince  of  Wales,  of  99 
guns,  which  was  not  in  the  aftion,  is 
among  thole  funk,  and  Admiral  Bidker- 
ton,  who  was  not  in  the  aftion,  is- 
faid  to  be  killed,  this  the  account 
adds,  “is  according  to  Admiral  Col- 
lingwood’s  flatement.’’ 

From  thefe  eircumdances,  our  rea- 
ders will  naturally  make  fome  allow- 
ance for  other  accounts.  But  after  a 
large  allowance,  there  is  enoug  h to 
prove  the  difeomfiture  of  the  allies. 
Jerome  Bonaparte  arived  in  the  city  of 
Nantz  on  the  20th  of  November,  and 
was  received  with  the  highelt  civil 
and  military  diditiftions.  He  »fas,  it 
was  faid,  on  his  route  for  BrJN^  to 
join  the  fleet  at  that  place,  which, 
animated  by  the  prefence  of  his  im- 
perial majefty’s  brother,  would  (fays 
the  French  journals)  be  impatient  to 
give  the  Englilh  battle.

I he  abbey  of  Molk,  where  th<? 
emperor  lodges,  is  one  of  the  fineft 
in  Europe.  There  is  not,  either  irt 
France  or  Italy,  any  convent  that 
can  be  compared  to  it.  It  is  a ftrong 
pofition,  and  commands  the  Danube. 

It  was  one  of  the  principal  polls  of 
the  Romans,  and  was  called  the  I- 
ron  Houfe,  built  by  the  emperor 
Commodus. 

The  cellars  and  vaults  of  the  ab-% 
bey  were  full  of  very  good  Hungari- 
an wine  ; which  has  been  of  very- 
great  help  to  the  army,  having  for 
this  long  time  been  without  any  ; 
but  we  are  now  in  the  wine  coun- 
try— there  is  a great  deal  in  the  en- 
virons ofVienna. 

The  emperor  has  ordered  a parti- 
cular fafe  guard  to  be  placed  at  the 
callleof  Suftchlofs,  a fmall  country- 
feat  belonging  to  the  emperor  of 
Auftria,  on  the  left  bank  ef  the  Da- 
nube. 

The  avenues  to  Vienna  on  this 
fide,  do  not  refemble  the  avenues  of 
great  capitals.  From  Lintzto  Vi- 
enna there  is  but  one  high  road  ; a 
great  many  rivers,  fuch  as  the  Ips, 
the  Elaph,  the  Molk,  the  Treafen, 
&c.  have  only  bad  wooden  bridges 
over  them. 

The  country  is  covered  with  fo- 
reft6  of  pine  trees;  at  every  ftepnn- 
expugnable  pofttions,  where  thafe-\ 
nemy  in  vain  endeavored  to  makTV  V 
(land.  He  was  always  apprehenffi-e  '* 
of  feeiug  himfelf  paffed  arid  turned 
by  the  columns  which  manoeuvered 
beyond  his  flanks. 

From  the  Inn  hither,  the  Danube 
is  beautiful;  its  profpedls  are  pidlu- 
relque  ; its  navigation  down  ther  i- 
ver,  rapid  and  eal'y.

The  war  was  un- 
dertaken by  the  Auftrian  cabinet  a- 
gainft  the|advice  of  all  the  princes  of 
the  imperial  family.  But  Colleredo, 
lead  by  his  wife,  who,  a F’rench 
woman,  bears  the  moft  envenomed 
hatred  to  her  Country.  Cohentzel 
accultomcd  to  tremble  at  the  very 
name  of  a Ruffian,  ir.  the  perfuafion 
that  every  thing  muft  bend  be- 
fore them,  and  to  whom,  moreover 
it  is  poffible  the  agents  of  England 
may  have  found  means  to  introduce 
therafelves  ; in  fine,  that  miferable 
Mack,  who  had  already  afted  fuch  a 
great  part  for  the  renewal  of  the  le- 
cond  coalition,  thefe  are  the  influ- 
ences that  have  proved  ftronger  than 
thofe  of  all  wife  men  and  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Imperial  family. 

There  is  not  the  meaneft  citizen*,  ' 
the  lowed  fubaltern,  but  is  confcious 
that  this  war  is  advantageous  only  for 
the  Englilh  ; that  they^are  the  arti-  ■

The  London  Courier  of  the  15th 
obfdrves,  “ We  ftated  yefterday, 
that  a treaty  of  offanfive  and  defen- 
five  alliance  had  been  concluded  be- 
tween Ruflia  and  Pruflia.  By  this 
treaty,  Pruflia  engages  to  make  a 
common  caufe  with  England,  Ruffi- 
a and  Auftria,  if  Bonaparte  does 
not  accede  to  the  terms  of  peace, 
which  have  been  propofed  to  him. 
The  object  of  Duroc’s  million  to 
Berlin,  was  to  invite  Pruflia  either 
to  join  France  immediately,  or  in 
the  event  of  her  not  joining  her,  to 
preferve  a ftriiSt  neutrality.  The 
firft  propofition  was  immediately  re- 
medied. When  Pruflia  evinced  an 
intention  of  no  longer  remaining 
neutral,  and  tranfmitted  a note  on 
the  14th  ult.  to  the  French  Minif- 
ters  Laforeft  and  Duroc — Bona- 
parte in  anftver  to  that  note,  de- 
manded peremptorily,  that  Prussia 
should  immediately  declare  for  or  a- 
gainst  hint — The  King  of  Pruflia 
inftantly  communicated  this  per- 
emptory demand  to  the  Emperor  of 
Ruflia,  and  the  two  monarchs  in 
confequenee,  returned  an  anfwer, 
in  which  they  propofed: 

“ That  Naples  fliould  be  evacua- 
ted by  the  French  troops ; that  the 
treaty  of  Luneville  fliould  be  exe- 
cuted to  its  full  extent ; that  Swit- 
zerland and  Holland  fliould  be  de- 
clared Independent  ; and  the  re- 
gal dignity  of  Italy  be  forever  fe- 
parated  from  the  Imperial-dignity 
of  France. — If  thefe  propofitions 
were  acceded  to,  Ruflia  promifled 
to  evacuate  Corfu  ; but  if  they  were 
rejected,  the  l’rufliati  army  would 
commence  its  operations.

The  letter  (and  its  enclofures) 
of  which  the  following  are  copies, 
were  received  at  this  office  laft  night, 
from  (now  rear-admiral)  fir  Rich- 
ard John  Strachan,  hart,  command- 
er of  his  Majefty’s  fliip  the  Caefar, 
addrelfed  to  William  Marfden  efq. 


and  at  the  moment  flie  joined  us,  we 
law  lix  large  lliips  near  us.  Capt 
Baker  informed  me  he  had  been 
chaced  by  the  Rochefort  fquadron, 
then  clofe  to  leeward  of  us.  We 
were  delighted.  I delire^Jiim  to 
tel!  the  captains  of  the  ihi|>s  of  line 
aftern  to  follow  me,  as  I meant  to 
engage  them  directly,  and  immedi- 
ately bore  away  in  the  Caefar  for 
the  purpofe,  making  all  the  fignals  1 
could,  to  indicate  our  movements  to 
the  fhips  ; the  moon  enabled  us  to 
lee  the  enemy  bear  away  in  a line 
abreaft,  clofely  formed  ; bur  we  loll 
light  of  them  when  it  fet,  and  I was 
obliged  to  reduce  our  fails,  the  Pie- 
ro, Courageux  and  4Eolus  being  the 
only  fiiips  we  could  fee.  We  con- 
tinued fleering  to  the  E.  N.  E.,  all 
night,  and  in  the  morning  obferved 
the  Santa  Margaritta  near  us  ; at 
nine  we  difeovered  thfe  enemy  of 
four  fail  of  the  line  in  the  N.  E.  un- 
der ail  fail.  We  had  alfo  every 
thing  fet,  and  came  up  with  them 
fall;  in  the  evening,  we  obferved 
three  fail  aftern  ; and  the  ,Phg«:nix 
fpokc  me  at  nightr  I foundsthat  ac- 
tive officer,  capt  Baker,  had  delive- 
red my  orders,  and  1 fent  him  on  to 
affift  the  Santa  Margarita  in  leading 
us  up  to  the  enemy.  At  day  light 
we  were  near  them,  and  the  Santa 
Margarita  had  begun  in  a very  gal 
lant  manner  to  fire  upon  their  rear, 
and  was  foon  joined  by  the  Phoenix. 

A little  before  noon,  the  French 
finding  an  adlion  unavoidable, began 
to  take  in  their  frtiall  lads,  anil  form 
in  a line,  bearing  on  the  ft  irboard 
tack  ; we  didthe  fame  and  1 commu- 
nicated my  intentions  by  hailing  to 
the  captains,  that  I fliould  attic k 
the  centre  and  rear,  and  at  noon  be- 
gan t lie  battle;  in  a fnort  time  the 
van  fliip  of  the  enemy  tac.ed, 
which  almoft  diredllv  made  the  ac- 
tion clofe  and  general : the  Namur 
joined  foon  after  we  tacky  a,  which 
we  did  as  foon  as  we  coull  get  the 
fhips  round,  and  I dircfled  her  by 
fignal  to  engage 
pad  three,  the  action 
emy  having  fough 
anil  not  furrounding  till  tlieir  lliips 
were  unmanageable.  I have  retur- 
ned thanks  to  the  captains  of^the 
(hips  of  the  line  and  the  frigates, 
and  they  fpeak  in  high  terms  of  ap- 
probation of  their  refpedtive  offi- 
cers and  {hip  companies.  If  any 
thing  could  add  to  the  good  opinion 
I had  already  formed  of  the  officers 
and  crew  of  the  Ccefar,  it  is  their 
gallant  condudl  in  this  day’s  battle. 
The  enemy  have  fuffered  much,  but 
our  flaps  not  more  than  is  to  b£  ex- 
peiSleil  on  thel'e  occafions.  You 
may  judge  of  my  furprife  Sir,  when 
I found  the  fhips  we  had  taken,  were 
not  the  Rochefort  fquadron,  but 
from  Cadiz.
